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CONVICTS THREE 
OF GERMAN PLOT 


‘Jury in New York Returns Ver- 
dict of Guilty in Case of 
Fay and Others. 


New York, May 8.—The jury which for 
ten days heard testimony at the trial of 
(Rcbert Fay, a former lieutenant in the 
German army; Walter Scholz, and Paul 
Daeche, charged with conspiracy to de- 
strdy munitions ships through bomb con- 
trivances, returned a verdict of guilty | 
tonight against all of the defendants. 

The jury asked for clemency in behalf 
of Daeche, who, according to his own 
etatements and those of Fay and Scholz. 
was an employé cf Fay and knew little of 
the details of the plots. 

Liable to Heavy Sentence. 

The. defendants each are liable to a 
maximum sentence of twelve years’ im- 
prisonment and & $10,000 fine. Judge 
Howe announced he would impose sen- 
tence tomorrow morning. The defend- 
atts were found guilty on two indict- 
ments. 

Fay and Scholz were returned to the 
Tombs, but Daeche was released under 
$25,000 ball. Fay declared his lawyers 
would appeal from the verdict. 

“The government charged that Fay was 
the leader in the conspiracy and that 
Scholz and Daeche aided him. 

Fay was arrested in New Jersey as he 
was about to experiment with powerful 
explosives. Daeche was successful in 
fighting extradition from New Jersey for 
several months, but finally was given into 
the custody of this district.

Carl A. Luderits, German consul at 
Baltimore, Md., was indicted by the fed- 
eral grand jury todey, charged with pro- 
curing a false passport for Horst von der 
Goltz, confessed spy.

The only questions of right 
which can be discussed with that gov- 
ernment are those arising out of its own 
actions or out of our own, and in no event 
those questions which are subject to diplo- 
matic exchanges between the United 
States acd any other country. 

“The essence of the answer is that 
Germany yields to our representations 
with regard to the righte of merchant 
ships and noncombatants on the high 
seas, and engages to observe the recog- 
nized rules of international law govern- 
ing naval warfare in using her subma- 
rines against merchant ships. 

80 long as she lives up to this altered 
policy we can have no reason to quarre! 
with her on that score, though the losses 
resulting from the violation of American 
rights by German submarine comman- 
ders acting undef the former. policy, will 
have to be settled. 

“While our differences with Great 


Britain cannot form a subject of discus - 


. 


sion with Germany, it should be Stated 
that in our dealings with the British gov- 
ernment we are acting as we are unques- 
tionably bound to act in view of the ex- 
plicit treaty engagements with that coun- 
try. We have treaty obligations as to 
the manner in which matters in dispute 


between the two governments are to be 
* handled. We offered to assume mutually 


similar obligations with Germany, but 
the offer was declined. When, however. 
the subject in dispute is a continuing 
menace to American lives it is doubtful 
whether such obligations apply, unless 
the menace is removed during the pen- 
dency of the proceedings. 


Our Treaty with Britain. 

Mr. Lansing defends the administration 
against the charge that it has been too 
lenient with Great Britain. He argues 
that the policy of protest only pursued in 
regard to British disruption of American 
trade by illegal restrictions is based on 
the fact that England and the United 
States are bound to settle all disputes by 
arbitration treaties. 

He implies that the United States could 
not coerce Great Britain as it has Ger- 
many by a threat to sever diplomatic re- 
lations, for Great Britain would invoke 
the ..oosevelt arbitraticn treaty or the 
Bryan peace treaty, and the United 
States wouic be obligated to comply with 


the terms oi these agreements for the 


pacific settlement of all international die- 
putes. 


Arhitrate with Berlin? 

Secretary Lansing's statement aroused 
unusual interest in official circles. The 
last sentence of the utterance was inter- 
preted in some quarters as a hint that the 
United States is ready to settle all out- 
standing issues in the submarine contro- 
versy by arbitration, provided that Ger- 
many docs not, pending the arbitration, 
commit any of the acts that produced the 
dispute. 

The premier’s statement throws a flood 
of light upon the administration view of 
the Bryan peace treaties to which it re- 
fers. The Bryan conventions apply to all 
disputes of whatever character and con- 
tain no provision regarding the repetition 
of the acts complained of during the 
pendency of the investigation proceed- 
ings. Secretary Lansing holds that the 
I'nited States should not abide by the 
terms of the peace treaties if the continu- 
ation of the acts complained of pending 
the proceedings involves the sacrifice of 
American lives. Germany accepted the 
principle of the Bryan treaties, but never 
signed one. Z 


As to British Case. 

The question has been asked why the 
administration does not invoke the Bryan 
peace treaty with Great Britain for a 
settlement of the blockade dispute and in- 
sist that Ungland abandon the illegal 
trade restrictions pending the investiga- 
tion. Then if England should not accede 
to that demand the United States would 
be at liberty to employ coercion. 

Secretary Lansing makes it clear, how- 
ever, that in the case of an invocation of 
the Bryan treaty by either the United 
States or Great Britain he would not in- 
sist that England suspend the illegal 
practices pending the proceedings for the 
reason that those practices do not involve 
the sacrifice of Amercan lives. 
Under this policy it may be taken for 
granted that the administration never 
will compel Great Britain to obey inter- 
national law, but will do nothi more 
than multiply protests with a view to 
settling the dispute by the damage suit 
process after the war.

Washington, D. C., May 8.— Hope that 
at the end of the present war the nations 
of the world would undertake a joint ef- 
fort to keep the peace, backed by a com- 
mon police force, was expressed by Presi- 
dent Wilson today in an interview wita 
a committee of the American union 
against militarism, which called to protest 
against his preparedness program and 
advise him that they had found a fear of 
militarism in the country west of the Al- 
legheniee.

Nan D. Wald, Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise, 
and Amos R. E. Pinchot, all of New York 
City; A. A. Berle of Cambridge, Mass. 
and John A. McSparran, legislative chair- 
man of the National grange. 


“We Must Discriminate.” 

I have never dreamed for a moment 
that America as a wholg its rank and 
file, had got any military enthusiasm or 
militaristic spirit,” said the president, 


in order that we should work this thing 


criminate between reasonable prepara- 
ion and militarism; because, if you use 
the two words interchangeably, then, of 
course, the reasonable things that we 
ought to do take on a wrong and sinister 
appearance and we seem to be working 
for the wrong things when we are in 
reality working only for the right—that 
is, the necessary things that are unavoid- 
eble in the circumstances. 


Opinion Hard to Assess. 

“The currents of opinion, or, rather, 
the bodies of opinion in this country are 
very hard toassess. For example, Mayor 
Mitchel of New York City and a group 
of gentlemen associated with him made 
a turnout not unlike that which you had 
and had meetings and they came back 
and reported in most enthusiastic terms 
a unanimous opinion, not for universal 
‘military service, but very distinctly for 
universal military training, which, of 
course, is a very different thing. : 
It is not inconsistent with American 
training that everybody should now 
how to shoot and take care of himself; 
on the contrar that is distinctly implied 
in our bills of rights, where the right to 
carry arms is reserved to allofus. There 
is no use carrying arms if you do not 
know what to do with them. 
I should say it was not incons'stent 
with the traditions of the country that the 
people should know how to take care of 
themselves, but it is inconsistent with the 
traditions of the country that their knowl- 
edge ot arms sifOuld be used by a govern- 
mental organization which would make 
and organize a great army subject to or- 
ders, to do what a particular group of men 
might at the time think it was best to 
have to do. That is the militarism of 
Burope, where a few persons can deter- 
mine what an armed nation is to do. 
That is what I understand militarism 
to be. But a nation acquainted with 
arms is not a militaristic nation unless 
there is somebody who can by an order 
Le gh . what they shall ali do with that 
orce, 


Necessity Is Border Issue. 
And yet it is obviously he right thing 
to do to keep the disorders of one country 
from. flowing over to disturb the peace of 
another country. That is not militarism; 
that is necessity. I do not need to tell you 
that I am just as much oppos<d to mili- 
tarism as any man living—I think it is a 
deadly thing to get into the spirit of a na- 
tion, and I do not think there is the slight- 
est danger of its getting into the spirit of 
this nation—only I have to determine a 
very practical problem. I have to deter- 
mine how large an army is not unreason- 
able for the United States. The largest 
army proposed, that of the Chamberlain 
bill, is 250,000 men, and as compared with 
any European standard that is extremely 


| smail in a nation of 100,000,000. So that

“This a Year of Madness.“ 

* But this is not the year 1805,’ re- 
plied Mr. Wilson. “This is a year of 
madness. It is a year of excitement 
more profound than the world has ever 
known before.

In the circumstances 
it is America’s duty to keep her head.

Grave Situation Reported. 


The conference came at the end of a 
day of rumors and speculations which 
reached their apex in the report that a 
split in relations between the United 
States and Mexico was about to occur 
because Gen. Obregon was unable to com- 
mand the support of the various Mexican 
generals for the tentative agreement. 

Another store was to the effect that a: 
the Sunday meeting the American con- 
ferees notified Obregon that the United 
States had neared the limit of its patience 
and insisted on a speedy understanding, 
and that no further concessions would be 
made. 

No further report came to Gen. Funs- 
ton from the raided district in the Big 
Bend country. The only news of the day 
was the arrival of two troops of cavalry 
from Fort Clark and two from El Paso 
at Marathon, where they started south- 
ward on a ninety-five mile march. 


DENY POPE URGED WILSON

LONDON, May 8.—Official denial was 
made today of the report that Pope Bene- 
dict appealed to Emperor William and 
President Wilson in an effort to avert a 
rupture between Germany and the United 
States.

En Route, Between Marathon and 
Glenn Springs, Tex., May 8.~[Special.]— 
Here is the first interview with Sergt. 
Charles E. Smich, the former Chicago 
printer, who was in command of the 
small detachment of nine United States 
troops which was jumped by Mexican 
bandits Friday night at Glenn Springs. 
Smith and Private Tyree, both suffer- 
ing from burns received when the Mexi- 
cans tried to burn them out of the build- 
ing from which they were fighting, were 
brought to Marathon by automobile, 
when our car stopped to talk with them. 

The most significant piece of news that 
Smith divulged, and it bears out the 
former persistent rumors of Carranza 
complicity in the unwarranted attack, is 
that since the fight the body of a Car- 
rancista captain has been found. Smith 
says the body had been buried in a wood 
pile. Verification of this fact will have 
a serious effect on the future of the pres- 
ent El Paso conference. 


Smith Tells of the Fight. 

„The fight cpened at about 11 O'clock 
Friday night.“ Smith said. Our small 
detaifoi nine men was divided into two 
parts. Rogers, the cook, and Cohen, 
another private, were sleeping with me in 
the thatched adobe shack which we had 
made our living quarters. The other six 
men—Dempsey, De Frees, Coloe, Tyree, 
Creskem, and Birck—were sleeping in 
a tent not far away. 

„The two men on guard woke me up 
and reported the giare from behind the 
mill. The mill is the wax mill of Bilis 
& Wood and is on the other side of a hill 
from us. We got up in a hurry and were 
just going to start out when we saw a 
number of forms against the skyline on 
the hilltop. Ishouteda challenge to them 
and for answer got a shot. The bullet 
whistled close to my head. I jumped back 
into the house. 

From that time on it w ‘as hot. They 
began pouring it on us from all sides and 
we let them have it from windows and 
doors. Their first fire was directed 
toward the sleeping tent and the six men 
in there made a run for the adobe. 

We kept shooting them off for more 


than an hour. They fired at random; we 
fired only when something came in sigh+ 
or when the flash of a rifle in the dark- 
ness gave us something to aim at. 

They charged ue four times, but each 
time we were able to drive them off. I 
had the men stationed around at every 
door and window in the two rooms of the 
building, and it just happened that we 
had just enough men to make it. 

“I saw a man creeping up toward a 
small pile of adobe bricks, not twenty 
feet from our Aut. He jumped up and 
made a run for it and I fired at him. He 
dropped, but apparently I had missed him, 
for soon he threw a dark object with a 
sputtering fuse on it and it fell on the 
thatch roof. 

I thought it was a bomb, but it proved 
to be some kind of a home made torch. 
It sputtered for a while and then blazed 
up, setting fire to the roof. Other torches 
like it came through the air and I realized 
that the Mexicans intended to burn us 
alive or smoke us out. 


Americans Make Running Fight. 

I noticed at the same time that they 
were holding their fire for the first time. 
I gave the order and we began volley 
firing to draw their fire. They fell for it 
and responded. As the firing ended we 
made a dash through the door—all except 
Cohen and Rogers. 

Cohen got his shot as he stepped out 
of the window. The poor fellow ran fifty 
feet and dropped dead. Rogers got his 
bullet about 100 yards from the house, 
Coloe was dropped over about 600 yards 
from the house. But all of us thought 
such a death was better than being 
roasted alive and thatis what would have 
happened if we had stayed in the build- 
ing much longer. As it was, the root 
caved in just as we got out and all of us 
were burned about the feet, arms, and 
head. My feet were raw and the skin 
peeling off. I hadn't had time, or for 
that matter none of ys had, during the 
whole fight to put our shoes on. 


Tries to Save Civilians. 

J told the men to strike for the hills. 
I circled the town and settlement and 
went into Mr. Compton's house. He is 
the clerk in Mr. Ellis’ store and I knew

were sleeping there. I ran into the house 
and called for Compton, but he wasn't 
there, The children were not in their 
beds, so 1 took it for granted that Mr.

For a time 1 
thought I was cornered not far from 
Compton's house, but I managed to get 
back out, firing as I went. Finally I 
backed into their outguards and we had 
another exchange of shots, but in the 
darkness I slipped through their outer 
lines arid reached a little rocky formation. 
a sort of bowl on the hill on the edge 
of the town. I barricaded the opc@ side 
and made ready to hold out during the 
night, because the pebbles and sand had 
ground into the blisters and raw flesh on 
my feet, and I could walk no further. 


Relief Squad Comes Up. 

„Strange to say, the Mexicans never 
looked for me. In the morning I saw 
that they hed left, and I went back into 
town. 8 

“It just happened that it was the day 
that Capt. Cole of our troop was to ar- 
rive with a new detail of nine men and 
provisions to relieve us, as we were due 
for target practice back at Marfa. Their 
motor truck arriving was a welcome 
sight. We got our dead and wounded 
together and the reufgees and started 
them back on the ninety-two mile trip 
to the railroad. 

„stayed behind. Tyree came into 
camp the next day with Mr. Compton, 
who had been reported missing. They 
had met up in the hills. Tyree is pretty 
badiy burned, and I have a pair of

FOUR MORE MEN 


Commons—Redmond Pleads 
Executions Be Stopped. 


LONDON. May 8—Four more of the 
leaders in the Irish revolt have been sen- 
tenoed to death by the Dublin court mar 
tial and executed. according to an off- 
cial statement issued tonight. They were 
Cerneiius Colbert, Edmund Kent, Mi 
shael Malion, and J. J. Heuston. This 
makes a total of twelve who suffered the 
extreme penalty. 

Ninetcen others concerned in the in- 
surrection were sentenced to death, but 
the sentence was commuted to various 
terms of penal servitude. On three others 
prison terms were imposed. Two were 
acquitted. 

James M. Sullivan, former United 
States minister to Santo Domingo, wu“ 
was arrested in connection with the up- 
rising, notified the American embassy 
here from Dublin today that he had been 
released. 


“Murder” Cry in Commons. 

The Irish question was again raised in 
the house of commons today by Laurence 
Ginmell, Nationalist, who attacked the 
government last week on account of the 
putting to death of leaders of the Dublin 
uprising. In response to a question from 
Mr. Ginnell, Premier Asquith eaid he 
could not give an undertaking that no 
more men would be put to death before 
opportunity was given for a discussion of 
the matter in the house of commons. 

On receiving this reply, Mr. Ginneli 
shouted, “ Murder! Murder!“

REPLY. 
The cavalryman is armed with a pisto!

The infantryman 
ls not given a pistol because the rifle 
with bayonet furnishes him with every 
means of offense and defense needed by 
the individual man fighting dismounted. 
In the early days of the civil war many 
of the southern infantry soldiers did not 
believe this, so of their own accord car- 
ried pistols and knives. However, as they 
became experienced: in combat they 
learned to rely so thoroughly on their 
musket and bayonet that they gave up 
the carrying of other arms.

Commission Presents Report.

The situation was made acute by the 
presence of Bishop Earl Cranston of 
Washington, D. C., and Bishop J. W. 
Hamilton of Boston, both of whom have 
reached the time limit, but are regarded 
as still vigorous.

as we were sitting there watching the 
soldiers carrying out the flour. 

We could not quite understand his 
status unti] he explained that he was 
Pg tutor in art to the Bulgarian crown 
prince—sent to spy, perhaps. He was 
the only entirely shamelessly frank Bul- 
garian I have ever met. oe ep 

“We are orientals, madam,” he said, 
“with a thin veneer of education over 
a foundation of Hun. Our soldiers fight 
as the Huns fought, preferably with steel. 
They are quiet unless you arouse them; 
then they are savages.” 

This explanation of why the Bul- 
garians took our supplies when they had 
not touched these at Nish or Scoplje was 
the real one, denuded of all false frills. 
Here it was to their interest to take 
them; at Nish and Scoplje it was not. 
He did not mind telling the truth, saying: 
It you repeat anything I can always 
say you are lying.”

Easy to Escape Across Border. 

Two messages I know of were sent 
across the boundary—one in the blinders 
of a horse, one ina Turkish watch. The 
method was to evade the sentries at the 
eage of the town, go to a mountain vil- 
lage, a journey on foot of three hours, 
wait there hidden in some peasant's house 
until exactly midnight, then through the 
deep snow across the mcuntains with a 
guide to the border, wait in a cave until 
the sentry had passed; and step across. 
It you did not meet a Greek soldier on 
the other side, who might shoot you by 
mistake for a Bulgarian, you'd be quite 
safe. It sounded easy—in the words of 
song, every one Was doing It.

It takes days to make its sixty 
layers of pastry, nuts, and sugar, and 
also days to recover from it, but it is

The two western senators in stating 
their views expressed their faith in a 
waterway commission with comprehen- 
sive powers for the handling of the in- 
ternal waters of the country. The idea 
of this commission was originated by 
Congressman Frear of Wisconsin. It has

Hold Bill Up to Scorn. 

The Sherman-Kenyon report holds the 
pork barrel up to public scorn. 

„This bill could not be justified in ordi- 
nary times,“ says the Sherman-Kenyon 
report Such expenditures are utterly 
indefensible when the resources of the 
nation are to be taxed to the uttermost 
for a policy of preparedness to protect 
the life of the nation.” 

The two senators then point out that 
close to 
$1,000,000,000 has been spent on water- 
way developments. 

It is safe to say that one-half of this 
has been wasted,’ they assert. 


Warn of People’s Wrath. 

The senators take this fling at pork bar- 
rel statesmen: 

“Some day the people are going to 
wake up to the fact that the public treas- 
ury has no sources of revenue except 
from taxation of the people, and instead 
of commending their representatives who 
come home with appropriations for 
creeks and rivers and public buildings 
where they are not necessary, they will 
vent upon them their scorn and indigna-

Your chance for a scintillating gem set 
in a prominent incisor has vanished, how- 
ever, for Dr. Baron Haag, the dental 
jeweler, who specialized in this rare 
branch of the profession, has gone away 
from here.

Petition Asks Revocation of Charter for the Hayes 
Dental Offices at 21 East Van Buren Street.

PETITION has been filed with 

the state board of dental eram- 
iners asking that the charter of the 
Hayes dental offices, at 21 East Van 
Buren atreet, be revoked and the corpo- 
ration enjoined from using the name of 
Dr. Hayes, a physician now dead. The 
following excerpts are taken from the 
complaint filed with the board by Dr. 
George N. West of the Chicago Dental 
society: 

Affiant states that a license was issued 
wrongfully by the secretary of state of 
Illinois to the said Hayes Dental offices 
to operate a dental parlor or dental par- 
lors within the state of Illinois, and that 
said office is managed and controlled by 
said T. T. Woollens, and employés, among 
others the following, who aid and assist 
in conducting of said offices under said 
names, to wit: M. G. Carey, O. F. Michael, 
E. B. Main, C. W. Fairfield, F. J. Me- 
Laughlin, J. L. McCormick, T. P. Card- 
well, C. A. Culp, W. H. Smith, N. A. Burr, 
and H. H. Salmon.

Affiant further states that the said of- 
fice so conducted as aforesaid advertised 
the said business toa considerable extent, 
sending out circulars, handbills. cards, 
and inserting the same in whatever news- 
papers would take such advertisements, 
advertising interchangeably under the 
names of, to wit, Painless Hayes, Hayes 
Dental offices, and Dentist Hayes; that 
each of said advertisements was 80 
worded as to lead the public to believe 
that said office is maintained and operated 
by one Dr. Hayes, who has been dead for 
something like ten years, as affiant is in- 
formed and believes; that many of said 
advertisements read as follows, to wit: 

I have been in this location fora 
quarter ot a century. I have been es- 
tablished here twenty-five years. Ido 
my work under a ten year Suarantee 
in writing. 7 
Thus intending to lead the public to be- 

lieve they are dealing with the said Dr. 


Hayes, who before his death enjoyed the 
reputation of being a first class practic- 
ing dentist.

Affiant further states that said T. T. 
Woollens has been at the said office the 
greatest length of time of any of the den- 
lists so employed at said place of busi- 
ness, and that he, the eaid T. H. Woollens, 
has been admitted and licensed to prac- 
tice in the state of Illinois only since the 
year, to wit, 1901, and that said adver- 
tisement, intending to lead the public 
to believe that there is a practitioner at 
said place of business who has been en- 
gaged in the practice of dentistry for, to 
wit, twenty-five years, is false and mis- 
leading, and intended to be so, and 1a 
done with the knowledge and consent of 
all of said dentists named hereinbefore.

ECAUSE peanut butter is more 
portable than dairy butter it is 
much used in summer, but un- 
known brands of this would better 
be avoided because, as has been

Peanut butter has high fuel value, but 
not nearly as great as dairy butter, since 
the best butter yields about 3,500 calories 
and peanut butter yields 2,700 calories, or 
only about 200 more than peanuts from 
the shell. Plain ground up peanuts with 
a little dairy butter are more palatable

Ten cents spent for peanuts will pur- 
chase more than twice as much protein 
and six times as much energy as will the 
same amount spent for porterhouse steak.

The figures, 
which only now are available, show that 
South American business as a whole is 
much lighter, with American trade better, 
which means that the Yankee trader is 
far more prominent than ever before. 

Normally the Argentine imports 14.7 per 
cent of her goods from the United States 
and 16 per cent from Germany and 31 per 
cent from Great Britain. This year with 


imports far below normal, German goods 


are almost negligible, because of the 
blockade, comprising only 2.4 per cent 
of the total. Great Britain sells 30 per 
cent of the total and the United States 
selis 24.7 per cent. 

Normally Brazil s imports are 15.7 per 
cent Amer.can, 16 per cent German, and 
24 per cent British. This year German 
goods are reduced to 2 per cent and Brit- 
ish to 22 per cent. American goods lead 
with 29 per cent of the total 

There is delay in the Chilean figures, 
but presumably much the same condi- 
tion will prevail there, and as the nor- 
mal proportions are 30 per cent British, 
25 per cent German, and 16.7 per cent 
American, another admirable gain may 
be expected. 


The Three Big Importers, 

These are the three big importing and 
exporting mations of South America. 
Germany also bas been in the habit of 
sending to Uruguay, Paraguay, and Bo- 
livia more goods than has the United 
States, which leads elsewhere on the 
continent, save for Great Britain. 

Taking 1913 as a normal year, it may be 
figured that the United States would or 
dinarily provide about 16 per cent of all 
exports to South America, ageinst Ger- 
many’s 18 per cent and Britain's 27 per 
cent. In that year America sold 6108.00. 
000 in goods to the southern neighbors. 

If northern merchants retain in the 
days after the war anywhere near the 
percentage which the war is bestowing the 
dreams of South American trade which 
have obsessed every commercial body in 
the country will be on their way to tulfill- 
ment.
